Roberts was first named 
the winner of that election 
and 28 hours later, the city 
com mission, sitting as the 
canvassing board, re-read 
the voting machines and 
counted Kirk the winner. 
The only explanation 
coming from that contra- 
diction was that the clerk 
of the elections had 
mis-read the tally on one 
of the machines the hight 
of the election, when he 
saw the numbers from the 
side, and gave Kirk 300 
fewer votes than the tally 
actually showed. 

Roberts later charged in 
a court suit that the 
machine had been tam- 
pered with "Бу parties 
unknown" and asked the 
court to set aside the 
election. That suit failed 
for laek of evidence and 
Kirk retained his seat. 

Roberts said in a 
television intervew on 
Nov. 10, 1974 that the race 
had begun on issues but. 
"when it.eame.down. to 
thewire, it was black 
versus white.” 

"When you're in Belle 
Glade," Roberts said in 
that interview, “you have 
to deal expecting nothing 
less or nothing more than 
the attitude or the same 
treatment that would 
have been extended to you 


"back in Mississippi in the 


early 1900's." 

A direct result of that 
election was that since 
then, election laws have 
been much more string- 
ently enforced and more 
attention has been paid to 
detail, including the act 
ual reading of the tally of 
each machine by three 
different officials, and the 
addition of an assistant 
elections clerk. 

Roberts said Monday he 
had believed two years 
ago hé could make a 
contribution to the city by 
his service on the com- 
mission and he still 
believes he can. 

"I'm as concerned about 
the direction the city was 
taking two years ago,” he 
said, and I'm still 
about that 
diréction.

But local men 
plan to fight 


fish proposals 


Belle Glade Coramercial catfishermen were 
expected tó join others of like mind Wednesday 
night at a meeting in Okeechobee to try to find 
some way to stop seining in Lake Okeechobee. 

Billy Agnew, who said he has been fishing for 
catfish on the big lake for 13 years, said most of 
the commercial fishermen are opposed to the 
netting of fish being planned and they will 
probably attempt to get an injunction in court to 
delay or stop it. 

Agnew and his brothers, Steve and Kenneth 
said they plan to begin trawling under the 
regulations being proposed by the state Game 
and.Fresh Water Fish Commission but made it 
clear they were unhappy with the whole concept. 

The three brothers said there are already a 
number of people illegally trawling on the lake at 
night now, and they aren't being controlled by 
the game wardens. 

They said the trawlers often work in the same 
area they have their trotlines set. and when they 
run a foul of the 1,500 foot lines can cause several 
hundred dollars in damages in one sweep. 

"If the game wardens can't control the 
trawling at night now, when any kind of netting 
is illegal, Kenneth Agnew asked, how can they 
control it when there аге 200 people out there 
with permits?“ 

Bily Agnew said he doesn't expect the 
commercial netting of the fish to last because he 
believes the commercial fishermen will ruin the 
fishing for sports fishermen, as well as the lines 
of the commercial catfishermen. 

“They might try fishing out in the middle of 
the lake at first," Agnew said, "but there aren't 
that many fish out there so they'll start coming 
in to where the bream and shellcrackers are. 
They'll have to 

He prophsied there would be shooting in 
disputes over nets and lines and said that before 
the commercial netters have been operating 
legally for more than a few month, the whole plan 
will be called off. 

They said they believe the trawlers, rather 
than the seiners, will cause the majority of 
problems but when asked if they would be 
satisfied if netting were limited to seining, they 
said that would still be a bad situation 

"Not many people can afford to go into 
seining,” Billy Agnew said. "It costs too much, 
Why should a few rich people be able to get all 
the gravy and the rest of us just stay poor?" 

"But they don't listen to us," Steve Agnew 
said. “What it's going to take is for the bass 
fishermen to get together. All we can do is wait 
for them." : 

The brothers said there approximately 45 
trotline fishermen now operating in the southern 
part of Lake Okeechobee, from Pahokee around 
to Moore Haven, and about another 100 working 
out of Okeechobee. s

The whys and wherefores of mangos 


Palm Beach County is one of the countries in South Florida 
that has many residents growing their own fruit trees. Of the 
various types of fruit trees that are favorites among local 
the mango certainly should rank as one of the 
Not only do we get very delicious fruit from this 
versatile tree but it makes a very large, attractive shade tree. 


was first introduced into Florida in 1883. Trees are large 
evergreens with symmetrical rounded canopies.

Mango trees vary widely in their fruiting quality and season. 
Here in Florida alone we have in excess of 200 different varieties 
of mangos and countless seedlings which homeowners have 
planted from fruit they liked. 


Since there is such a wide selection of mangos many times it is 
very difficult to determine which variety can really be called the

The recent selloff in sugar futures permitted initiation of the 
long position in March 1977 sugar as recommended. The price 
, decline was attributed to among other factors the relief of some 
severe drought conditions in England and Western Europe. Also 
adding to the decline were some world tenders at prices below the 
257; current market. However, one of the major considerations which 
„ damaged values was the removal of high fructose corn syrup 
pricing policy with the price of sugar by major U.S. producers. 
The high fructose corn syrup industry has made large inroads 
into domestic consumption with 1976 capacity projected at one 
+ - million tons and further large increases expected through 1978. 
World production for the current season appears to be less than 
consumption, based upon weather damage to date, and 
consumption may' improve due to sugar's relatively low price 
during the last year. We adhere to our prior recommendation of 
long positions initiated in March 1977 world sugar 14.25-14.45 
with protective stops placed below 12.82. 


MEAT MARKETS 


The monthly cold storage report was neutral on bellies 
indicating 53.3 million pounds on ice versus 64.8 million a month 
earlier. Total of all meats was 731 million pounds, above 654 
million a year ago. Bacon slicings for the week ended June 26 
totaled 23.9 million pounds, down from 25.5 million the previous 
week and 26.2 million last year. Cumulative slicings at 638 
million pounds are about 11 million below last year's figures. The 

+ + pork complex broke this past week as demand for dressed 

product appeared to dry up and allowed prices to slip sharply. 

The resultant decrease in packer profit margins took demand out 

of the live market and stopped out our long October hog 

position. Bellies declined as storage stocks, though initially 
interpreted as neutral, began to look large in respect to demand 
at current retail prices and expectations of inereased supplies 
based upon higher marketings. Meat production for week ended 

7/17 totaled 677 million pounds, up 22 percent from a week 

earlier and up 9 percent from a year ago. Both hog and cattle 

slaughter figures are up 5 percent from last year. The USDA 

reported 10.0 million cattle and calves in feedlots in the 23 

principal states, up 17 percent from the similar date last year and 

5.6 million placed on feed between April 1 and June 30, 1 percent 

above a year earlier. The report was above expectations and 

caused sharp declines in all meat futures. February bellies 

bought 58.00-60.00 should maintain protective stops below 55.00. 


CORN 


The USDA raised its 1976-77 U.S. corn export estimate 100 
million bushels because of prospective larger sales to Western 
Europe due to drought conditions there. USDA sets its 1976-77 
estimate at 1.45 billion bushels and hiked its 1975-76 export total 
from 1.65 billion bushels to 1.7 billion. West European grain 
crops may only total 125:drought. This would‘ be nearly 10 
million tons higher than ne import in 1975:76 Most ot tho. fed 
xrain imports will be corn, which led USDA to make the last two 
hikes in its 1976-77 corn export estimate. We would prefer to 
buy setbacks that might.occur such as September around the 
2.88 level if the opportunity is offered with stops below 2.84. 


WHEAT 


The. present USDA 1976-77 export estimate of 1.050 billion 
bushels would need to be increased to 1.300 billion in order to 
develop bullish enthusiasm. A potential carryover next season of 
922 million bushels, sharply above 665 ‘million this season 
apparently weighs on futures prices and sent December wheat 
down to lower support levels: The weather damage wreaked by 
Europe's drought is difficult to measure firmly but recent rains 
may keep down the damage to crops. The UN's FAO reports 
compiled at the end of June are expecting world grain production 
this year to rise about 714-814 from 1975. However, attempts to 
build up reserve food stocks remains a problem and estimated 

, World reserves are below what the FAO considers a safe minimum 
level, about 17*4-18*4 of world consumption. The sharp decline

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Negotiations nixed by Washington 


NEW YORK, July 24, 1716--Аз the buildup of British troops 
continues in New York harbour, the door to possible peace may 
be swinging closed. 

А series of abortive attempts at negotiation has been conducted 
by Admiral Lord Richard Howe. But Gen'l George Washington 
has rebuffed all so far on the grounds that the British are still 
treating most Americans as mere rebels, not citizens of the 
newly-declared United States. 

Four days ago at noon Gen'l Washington met with an 
emissary of Lord Howe, Lt. Col. James Patterson, at the 
quarters of Col. Henry Knox, American artillery commander, 
near the landing at Grand Battery. 

The meeting with Patterson was agreed on after two failed 
attempts to deliver a letter from Lord Howe addressed to 
“George Washington, Esq.” not recognizing Gen Washington 
as commander in chief of the army of the United States. 

Following polite introductions, Patterson discussed an 
exchange of prisoners. Then he moved to his real reason for 
coming. Lord Howe, he said, has broad powers from the Crown 
to reconcile unhappy differences with Americans. 

Washington listened politely but replied that he understood 
Howe's broad powers as a Peace Commissioner were only to 
grant written pardons to rebels. Such pardons, he indicated, are 
not wanted by Americans, who feel they have committed no 
fault. Patterson dropped the subject & returned to specific

prisoner exchange negotiations. 

Content of the refused letter from Howe to Washington is now 
known. Dated July, 13 aboard Eagle off Staten Island, Howe 
began, "Sir. The situation in which you are placed & the 
acknowledged liberality of your sentiments induce me very much 
to wish to converse with you on the subject of the Commission 
with which I have the honor to be charged.” 

Howe spoke of his desire to avoid further bloodshed & of the 
king's “benevolent. intentions" which might be productive of 
“peace & lasting union between Great Britian & America." He 
asked Washington to come aboard a frigate in New York harbour 
& pledged safe conduct. 

Aside from the stiffly misaddressed envelope, Сеп? 
Washington is convinced that Howe's letter is meaningless 
because he has no real negotiating power. 

So, apparently, is the Congress, which commended the 
American commander in a resolution of July 17 which says that 
Gen'l Washington ''acted with a dignity becoming his station“ 
when he refused to receive Howe's messages. 

Congress also directed that all other commanders of the army 
receive no letters or messages but shall be directed to them in 
the characters they respectively sustain.’ 

Brave words. But they are helping to slam the door against 
peace, which is the way that the Congress, Сеп'1 Washington & 
most Americans seem to want it. 


If you think makin' milk is easy ask a cow 


The average American milk cow squeezed out 10,354 pounds of 
milk last year in an effort to quench our thirst for dairy products. 

Few agricultural products can match milk in versatility of 
product forms or importance to the American diet, Last year, 
each of us consummed an average of 546 pounds of milk in fluid 
and processed form. 

Moving that milk from the dairy farm to the consumer in the 
product form he demands-whether fluid milk, butter, cheese or 
any of the other forms-is no easy task. The system of 
production, processing, marketing and pricing that has evolved 
is so complex and delicately balanced that many consumers may 
never fully understand it. 

Between the farmer and the consumer lies most of the maze of 
this system, The system involves dairy cooperatives, private 
enterprise and state and federal governments, The cooperatives 
enter the picture first by providing tank trucks to haul milk from 
the dairy farms to collection points and dairy processing plants. 

The milk hauler is an important man in the dairy industry 
because it is he who samples the milk for laboratory analysis, 
records the weight of the milk and thus determines how much 
money the dairy farmer gets for his product. He also must 
observe strict sanitation requirements to avoid contamination of 
thé milk. 

In Florida permits for milk production are granted only to 
producers capable of meeting Grade A standards for milk. Grade 
B or manufacturing grade milk may be used to produce ice cream

or other frozen desserts. Naturally the price of milk in Florida is 
higher because of having to meet Grade A standards, 

Dairy production is complicated by seasonal variations in milk 
output and also by the necessity to not only offer products at 
prices the consumers are willing to pay and provide sufficient 
returns to encourage farmers to maintain an adequate supply. 

The industry learned long ago that some pricing system was 
necessary to achieve a steady supply. Wildly unstable prices 
would drive ot many producers and eventually cause consumers 
to suffer. So а price support system was instituted based on 
parity, a system which includes the cost of production. The 
system puts a price floor under milk by providing for 
government purchases of butter, non-fat dry milk and cheese. 

Federal marketing orders also play a major role by 
determining the minumum price of fluid-grade milk. This price is 
determined by using the Minnesota-Wisconsin area price for 
manufacturing grade milk and adding a set differential for 
specific market areas and transportation costs to different 
regions of the nation. Support prices are reviewed on a quarterly 
basis. 

After the milk is processed, price is determined by the seller. 
Consumers may find considerable price variations at the retail 
level as many stores use dairy products as specials to draw in 
customers, There have been general price increases in the last 
several months. These have filtered back to the farmers to 
encourage production.
